If cancer is to succumb to hu-

Great proverbs are Ihe chystal- 


Mizalion of experience. Somelimcs 


Ihcy arc reflcclions upon life and 
conduct; terse, concentrated bits 
of wisdom, or philosophy; homely 
or 
picturesque 
expressions 
of 


trulh, lhal are lo character and 
the good life as thc acorn is lo 
Ihe oak . 
Somelimcs they are the observa- 


tions of discerning critics, 
who 


have observed thc wisdom of thc 
wise, and the folly of thc foolish, 
and have set down human values 
..and the besl way of attaining them 
jjli rules or guidemarks in the form 


of popular, memorable maxims. 


Sometimes they seem to have 


been spontaneous thoughts, quick- 
ened by some incident or experi- 
ence, in much thc same way as an 
artist catches and records some 
passing scene or impression. 


All three forms of proverbs arc 


illustraled in Ihe passages cited in 
the lesson. A few very striking 
ones are elsewhere in the Book. A 
deep philosophy of life is in 4:23, 
"Keep thy hearl with all diligence; 


irfor out of it are the issues of life." 
'Similar reflection is in the list of 
things thai Ihe Lord hates —the 
six things listed in 6:16-19; and in 
the well-known 14:34, "Righteous- 
ness cxaltelh a nalion; bul sin is 
a reproach lo any people." 


Of Ihe second sort, terse, prac- 


tical observations, are 16:10, "Pride 
goelh before dcslruclion, and an 
haughty spirit before a fall" and 
28:1, 
"Thc wicked flee when no 


man pursueth; but the righteous 
are bold as a lion." 
"^f Good examples of the spontane- 


ous, but no less deeply wise prov- 
erbs, are 27:19, "As in water face 
answercth lo face, so Ihe hearl of 
man lo man." A good example of 
the same sort, outside the Book of 
Proverbs, but a proverb none the 
less, is in Ecclesiaslcs 7:6, "As Ihe 
crackling of thorns under a pot, 
so is thc laughter of the fool.'-'

Great proverbs are Ihe chystal- 


Mizalion of experience. Somelimcs 


Ihcy arc reflcclions upon life and 
conduct; terse, concentrated bits 
of wisdom, or philosophy; homely 
or 
picturesque 
expressions 
of 


trulh, lhal are lo character and 
the good life as thc acorn is lo 
Ihe oak . 
Somelimcs they are the observa- 


tions of discerning critics, 
who 


have observed thc wisdom of thc 
wise, and the folly of thc foolish, 
and have set down human values 
..and the besl way of attaining them 
jjli rules or guidemarks in the form 


of popular, memorable maxims. 


Sometimes they seem to have 


been spontaneous thoughts, quick- 
ened by some incident or experi- 
ence, in much thc same way as an 
artist catches and records some 
passing scene or impression. 


All three forms of proverbs arc 


illustraled in Ihe passages cited in 
the lesson. A few very striking 
ones are elsewhere in the Book. A 
deep philosophy of life is in 4:23, 
"Keep thy hearl with all diligence; 


irfor out of it are the issues of life." 
'Similar reflection is in the list of 
things thai Ihe Lord hates —the 
six things listed in 6:16-19; and in 
the well-known 14:34, "Righteous- 
ness cxaltelh a nalion; bul sin is 
a reproach lo any people." 


Of Ihe second sort, terse, prac- 


tical observations, are 16:10, "Pride 
goelh before dcslruclion, and an 
haughty spirit before a fall" and 
28:1, 
"Thc wicked flee when no 


man pursueth; but the righteous 
are bold as a lion." 
"^f Good examples of the spontane- 


ous, but no less deeply wise prov- 
erbs, are 27:19, "As in water face 
answercth lo face, so Ihe hearl of 
man lo man." A good example of 
the same sort, outside the Book of 
Proverbs, but a proverb none the 
less, is in Ecclesiaslcs 7:6, "As Ihe 
crackling of thorns under a pot, 
so is thc laughter of the fool.'-'

Great proverbs are Ihe chystal- 


Mizalion of experience. Somelimcs 


Ihcy arc reflcclions upon life and 
conduct; terse, concentrated bits 
of wisdom, or philosophy; homely 
or 
picturesque 
expressions 
of 


trulh, lhal are lo character and 
the good life as thc acorn is lo 
Ihe oak . 
Somelimcs they are the observa- 


tions of discerning critics, 
who 


have observed thc wisdom of thc 
wise, and the folly of thc foolish, 
and have set down human values 
..and the besl way of attaining them 
jjli rules or guidemarks in the form 


of popular, memorable maxims. 


Sometimes they seem to have 


been spontaneous thoughts, quick- 
ened by some incident or experi- 
ence, in much thc same way as an 
artist catches and records some 
passing scene or impression. 


All three forms of proverbs arc 


illustraled in Ihe passages cited in 
the lesson. A few very striking 
ones are elsewhere in the Book. A 
deep philosophy of life is in 4:23, 
"Keep thy hearl with all diligence; 


irfor out of it are the issues of life." 
'Similar reflection is in the list of 
things thai Ihe Lord hates —the 
six things listed in 6:16-19; and in 
the well-known 14:34, "Righteous- 
ness cxaltelh a nalion; bul sin is 
a reproach lo any people." 


Of Ihe second sort, terse, prac- 


tical observations, are 16:10, "Pride 
goelh before dcslruclion, and an 
haughty spirit before a fall" and 
28:1, 
"Thc wicked flee when no 


man pursueth; but the righteous 
are bold as a lion." 
"^f Good examples of the spontane- 


ous, but no less deeply wise prov- 
erbs, are 27:19, "As in water face 
answercth lo face, so Ihe hearl of 
man lo man." A good example of 
the same sort, outside the Book of 
Proverbs, but a proverb none the 
less, is in Ecclesiaslcs 7:6, "As Ihe 
crackling of thorns under a pot, 
so is thc laughter of the fool.'-'

Learn 
the words which arc easiest for 
him to understand and use them in 
preference to ones requiring more 
complicated lip movements.

under great strain, and should be 
given a chance to rest often. Hold 
the child on your lap and sing to 
him, provide him with musical 
toys, urge him to listen to the 
radio, tell him stories in which 
sound effects arc used so he may 
learn to interpret vibrations.

Great proverbs are Ihe chystal- 


Mizalion of experience. Somelimcs 


Ihcy arc reflcclions upon life and 
conduct; terse, concentrated bits 
of wisdom, or philosophy; homely 
or 
picturesque 
expressions 
of 


trulh, lhal are lo character and 
the good life as thc acorn is lo 
Ihe oak . 
Somelimcs they are the observa- 


tions of discerning critics, 
who 


have observed thc wisdom of thc 
wise, and the folly of thc foolish, 
and have set down human values 
..and the besl way of attaining them 
jjli rules or guidemarks in the form 


of popular, memorable maxims. 


Sometimes they seem to have 


been spontaneous thoughts, quick- 
ened by some incident or experi- 
ence, in much thc same way as an 
artist catches and records some 
passing scene or impression. 


All three forms of proverbs arc 


illustraled in Ihe passages cited in 
the lesson. A few very striking 
ones are elsewhere in the Book. A 
deep philosophy of life is in 4:23, 
"Keep thy hearl with all diligence; 


irfor out of it are the issues of life." 
'Similar reflection is in the list of 
things thai Ihe Lord hates —the 
six things listed in 6:16-19; and in 
the well-known 14:34, "Righteous- 
ness cxaltelh a nalion; bul sin is 
a reproach lo any people." 


Of Ihe second sort, terse, prac- 


tical observations, are 16:10, "Pride 
goelh before dcslruclion, and an 
haughty spirit before a fall" and 
28:1, 
"Thc wicked flee when no 


man pursueth; but the righteous 
are bold as a lion." 
"^f Good examples of the spontane- 


ous, but no less deeply wise prov- 
erbs, are 27:19, "As in water face 
answercth lo face, so Ihe hearl of 
man lo man." A good example of 
the same sort, outside the Book of 
Proverbs, but a proverb none the 
less, is in Ecclesiaslcs 7:6, "As Ihe 
crackling of thorns under a pot, 
so is thc laughter of the fool.'-' 


We can imagine the thristy trav- 


eler slooping 
down 
lo drink 


in some limpid pool, before mir- 
rors were common, and as he saw 


fitarh feature pivcn back from Ihe 
^pool having flash inlo his mind 
mai vivid metaphor lo which Ihe 
grcal Sir Francis Bacon devalcd 
an essay of interpretation.

Great proverbs are Ihe chystal- 


Mizalion of experience. Somelimcs 


Ihcy arc reflcclions upon life and 
conduct; terse, concentrated bits 
of wisdom, or philosophy; homely 
or 
picturesque 
expressions 
of 


trulh, lhal are lo character and 
the good life as thc acorn is lo 
Ihe oak . 
Somelimcs they are the observa- 


tions of discerning critics, 
who 


have observed thc wisdom of thc 
wise, and the folly of thc foolish, 
and have set down human values 
..and the besl way of attaining them 
jjli rules or guidemarks in the form 


of popular, memorable maxims. 


Sometimes they seem to have 


been spontaneous thoughts, quick- 
ened by some incident or experi- 
ence, in much thc same way as an 
artist catches and records some 
passing scene or impression. 


All three forms of proverbs arc 


illustraled in Ihe passages cited in 
the lesson. A few very striking 
ones are elsewhere in the Book. A 
deep philosophy of life is in 4:23, 
"Keep thy hearl with all diligence; 


irfor out of it are the issues of life." 
'Similar reflection is in the list of 
things thai Ihe Lord hates —the 
six things listed in 6:16-19; and in 
the well-known 14:34, "Righteous- 
ness cxaltelh a nalion; bul sin is 
a reproach lo any people." 


Of Ihe second sort, terse, prac- 


tical observations, are 16:10, "Pride 
goelh before dcslruclion, and an 
haughty spirit before a fall" and 
28:1, "Thc wicked flee when no 
man pursueth; but the righteous 
are bold as a lion." 
"^f Good examples of the spontane- 


ous, but no less deeply wise prov- 
erbs, are 27:19, "As in water face 
answercth lo face, so Ihe hearl of 
man lo man." A good example of 
the same sort, outside the Book of 
Proverbs, but a proverb none the 
less, is in Ecclesiaslcs 7:6, "As Ihe 
crackling of thorns under a pot, 
so is thc laughter of the fool.'-'

Great proverbs are Ihe chystal- 


Mizalion of experience. Somelimcs 


Ihcy arc reflcclions upon life and 
conduct; terse, concentrated bits 
of wisdom, or philosophy; homely 
or 
picturesque 
expressions 
of 


trulh, lhal are lo character and 
the good life as thc acorn is lo 
Ihe oak . 
Somelimcs they are the observa- 


tions of discerning critics, 
who 


have observed thc wisdom of thc 
wise, and the folly of thc foolish, 
and have set down human values 
..and the besl way of attaining them 
jjli rules or guidemarks in the form 


of popular, memorable maxims. 


Sometimes they seem to have 


been spontaneous thoughts, quick- 
ened by some incident or experi- 
ence, in much thc same way as an 
artist catches and records some 
passing scene or impression. 


All three forms of proverbs arc 


illustraled in Ihe passages cited in 
the lesson. A few very striking 
ones are elsewhere in the Book. A 
deep philosophy of life is in 4:23, 
"Keep thy hearl with all diligence; 


irfor out of it are the issues of life." 
'Similar reflection is in the list of 
things thai Ihe Lord hates —the 
six things listed in 6:16-19; and in 
the well-known 14:34, "Righteous- 
ness cxaltelh a nalion; bul sin is 
a reproach lo any people." 


Of Ihe second sort, terse, prac- 


tical observations, are 16:10, "Pride 
goelh before dcslruclion, and an 
haughty spirit before a fall" and 
28:1, 
"Thc wicked flee when no 


man pursueth; but the righteous 
are bold as a lion." 
"^f Good examples of the spontane- 


ous, but no less deeply wise prov- 
erbs, are 27:19, "As in water face 
answercth lo face, so Ihe hearl of 
man lo man." A good example of 
the same sort, outside the Book of 
Proverbs, but a proverb none the 
less, is in Ecclesiaslcs 7:6, "As Ihe 
crackling of thorns under a pot, 
so is thc laughter of the fool.'-'

Ed Sullivan, the movie, night 


club and underworld' columnist of 
the New York 
News,

He got maudlin over Frank 
Marlow, one of the lowest vermin 
of his time, some years ago.

New York, Sept. 20 — Governgr 
Earl Warren and Senator Sheridan 
Downey, of California, have cor 
roborated the diScpvery of these 
essays of a very bad new under 
world in the amusement trades in 
Hollywood, Los Angeles and else 
where. These two are primarily 
concerned, of course, with the Cal 
iforriia gangsters, most of whom 
either have social entree among 
the parvenus or themselves rank 
as the Astors and Vandcrbilts of 
their time arid place.

to his reputation. Frank Sinatra is 
so intimate with so many such per- 
sons that the burden of proof s 
on him should he challenge .the ap 
horism about. birds of a feather. 
And a journalist on the underworld 
beat is supposed to know what he 
is doing when he uses his space 
and his prerogative to vindicate, 
explain and ingratiate questionable 
public characters. 


Ed Sullivan, the movie, night 


club and underworld' columnist of 
the New York 
News, 
has long 
s h o w n a preference 
for gang 
sters. He got maudlin over Frank 
Marlow, one of the lowest vermin 
of his time, some years ago. Only 
last winter, 
when 
any reporter 
should have dug up the facts, he 
glossed over Sinatra's association 
.with Lucky Luciano, the old exiled 
gangster. 


Sullivan argued that this play 
ing around was not even note wor- 
they because "some of the most 
reputable citizens of New York and 
Chicago met Luciano in Havana." 
In the first place, Sinatra did not 
ust "meet" Luciano. He consorted 
with him and other gangsters and 
one of the festivities was p round 
of merrymaking in a hotel suite 
which became notorious e"*n in 
Havana and was referred to re 
:ently by one 
of 
Sintra's 
own 


nandlers as "that debauch." Sina 
tra flew to Havana with his close 
friends, the Fischetti brothers of 
Chicago, 
whose 
bacground 
has 
been presented here and in the 
police records. 


In the heyday of 
Al 
Caponc, 
thousands of the "more reputable 
citizens" made a celebrity of Ca 
pone. He was sought after so eag 
erly that a false story was invent 
ed involving Herbert Hoover, which 
had a basis of plausibility. This 
story had it that the reason why 
President 
Hoover 
sent Capone to 
prison for cheating on his income 
tax was that Mr. Hoover had- walk 
ed through a hotel lobby in Miami 
Beach absolutely unnoticed while 
Capone was pleasantly mobbed by 
hero .worshippers. Many 
of Our 
"most reputable citizens," as the 
underworld beat measures repute, 
are so degraded, so insensible of 
morals and ethics that this inci 
dent could have happened. How 
ever. Mr. Hoover interfered and set 
the treasury on Capone only after 
the late Frank Knox and several 
other Chicago citizens 
called 
on 
him at the While House and in 
voked his help on the ground that 
Chicago had collapsed into civic, 
political and 
moral bankruptcy. 
They were afraid 
that 
anarchy 
might be next. He never did en 
counter Caponc anywhere. 


Now, 
although this incident was 
fiction, another of Sinatra's biog 
raphers, 
E. J. Kahn, Jr., of the 


~Vew Yorker, reports with a bit of 
smirk that Sinatra actually did 


Dull off something of the kind in 
New York. 


Mr. Kahn tells us that in 1944 


Sinatra, who had 
an A-l 
draft 
ard but never was called up, "was 


delighted with a boyish prank he 
ilayocl on Governor Dewey." As

And a journalist on the underworld 
beat is supposed to know what he 
is doing when he uses his space 
and his prerogative to vindicate, 
explain and ingratiate questionable 
public characters. 


Ed Sullivan, the movie, night 


club and underworld' columnist of 
the New York 
News, 
has long 
s h o w n a preference 
for gang 
sters. He got maudlin over Frank 
Marlow, one of the lowest vermin 
of his time, some years ago. Only 
last winter, 
when 
any reporter 
should have dug up the facts, he 
glossed over Sinatra's association 
.with Lucky Luciano, the old exiled 
gangster. 


Sullivan argued that this play 
ing around was not even note wor- 
they because "some of the most 
reputable citizens of New York and 
Chicago met Luciano in Havana." 
In the first place, Sinatra did not 
ust "meet" Luciano. He consorted 
with him and other gangsters and 
one of the festivities was p round 
of merrymaking in a hotel suite 
which became notorious e"*n in 
Havana and was referred to re 
:ently by one 
of

nandlers as "that debauch." Sina 
tra flew to Havana with his close 
friends, the Fischetti brothers of 
Chicago, 
whose

been presented here and in the 
police records. 


In the heyday of 
Al 
Caponc, 
thousands of the "more reputable 
citizens" made a celebrity of Ca 
pone. He was sought after so eag 
erly that a false story was invent 
ed involving Herbert Hoover, which 
had a basis of plausibility. This 
story had it that the reason why 
President 
Hoover 
sent Capone to 
prison for cheating on his income 
tax was that Mr. Hoover had- walk 
ed through a hotel lobby in Miami 
Beach absolutely unnoticed while 
Capone was pleasantly mobbed by 
hero .worshippers. Many 
of Our 
"most reputable citizens," as the 
underworld beat measures repute, 
are so degraded, so insensible of 
morals and ethics that this inci 
dent could have happened. How 
ever. Mr. Hoover interfered and set 
the treasury on Capone only after 
the late Frank Knox and several 
other Chicago citizens 
called 
on 
him at the While House and in 
voked his help on the ground that 
Chicago had collapsed into civic, 
political and 
moral bankruptcy. 
They were afraid 
that 
anarchy 
might be next. He never did en 
counter Caponc anywhere.

fiction, another of Sinatra's biog 
raphers, 
E. J. Kahn, Jr., of the

Earl Warren and Senator Sheridan 
Downey, of California, have cor 
roborated the diScpvery of these 
essays of a very bad new under 
world in the amusement trades in 
Hollywood, Los Angeles and else 
where. These two are primarily 
concerned, of course, with the Cal 
iforriia gangsters, most of whom 
either have social entree among 
the parvenus or themselves rank 
as the Astors and Vandcrbilts of 
their time arid place.

If a 
man or woman with a clean re 
cord knowingly

Lucky Luciano or 
Bugsy Siegel, 
that person assumes certain risks 
to his reputation. Frank Sinatra is 
so intimate with so many such per- 
sons that the burden of proof s 
on him should he challenge .the ap 
horism about. birds of a feather. 
And a journalist on the underworld 
beat is supposed to know what he 
is doing when he uses his space 
and his prerogative to vindicate, 
explain and ingratiate questionable 
public characters. 


Ed Sullivan, the movie, night 


club and underworld' columnist of 
the New York 
News, 
has long 
s h o w n a preference 
for gang 
sters. He got maudlin over Frank 
Marlow, one of the lowest vermin 
of his time, some years ago. Only 
last winter, 
when 
any reporter 
should have dug up the facts, he 
glossed over Sinatra's association 
.with Lucky Luciano, the old exiled 
gangster. 


Sullivan argued that this play 
ing around was not even note wor- 
they because "some of the most 
reputable citizens of New York and 
Chicago met Luciano in Havana." 
In the first place, Sinatra did not 
ust "meet" Luciano. He consorted 
with him and other gangsters and 
one of the festivities was p round 
of merrymaking in a hotel suite 
which became notorious e"*n in 
Havana and was referred to re 
:ently by one 
of 
Sintra's 
own 


nandlers as "that debauch." Sina 
tra flew to Havana with his close 
friends, the Fischetti brothers of 
Chicago, 
whose 
bacground 
has 
been presented here and in the 
police records. 


In the heyday of 
Al 
Caponc, 
thousands of the "more reputable 
citizens" made a celebrity of Ca 
pone. He was sought after so eag 
erly that a false story was invent 
ed involving Herbert Hoover, which 
had a basis of plausibility. This 
story had it that the reason why 
President 
Hoover 
sent Capone to 
prison for cheating on his income 
tax was that Mr. Hoover had- walk 
ed through a hotel lobby in Miami 
Beach absolutely unnoticed while 
Capone was pleasantly mobbed by 
hero .worshippers. Many 
of Our 
"most reputable citizens," as the 
underworld beat measures repute, 
are so degraded, so insensible of 
morals and ethics that this inci 
dent could have happened. How 
ever. Mr. Hoover interfered and set 
the treasury on Capone only after 
the late Frank Knox and several 
other Chicago citizens 
called 
on 
him at the While House and in 
voked his help on the ground that 
Chicago had collapsed into civic, 
political and 
moral bankruptcy. 
They were afraid 
that 
anarchy 
might be next. He never did en 
counter Caponc anywhere. 


Now, 
although this incident was 
fiction, another of Sinatra's biog 
raphers, 
E. J. Kahn, Jr., of the 


~Vew Yorker, reports with a bit of 
smirk that Sinatra actually did 


Dull off something of the kind in 
New York. 


Mr. Kahn tells us that in 1944 


Sinatra, who had 
an A-l 
draft 
ard but never was called up, "was 


delighted with a boyish prank he 
ilayocl on Governor Dewey." As 
large group of Republicans were 


ibout to greet their candidate out 
ide the Waldorf, Sinatra "stole 
lis crowd away simply by appear 
ng at the entrance himself." 
That could be true. Considering 
he remarkable avoidance by all 
uch eulogists of the fact that Si 
natra was arrested on a charge of

vhcn he was about 21 years old 
ind beat the rap by a strange pro 
cess of law.

Earl Warren and Senator Sheridan 
Downey, of California, have cor 
roborated the diScpvery of these 
essays of a very bad new under 
world in the amusement trades in 
Hollywood, Los Angeles and else 
where.

And a journalist on the underworld 
beat is supposed to know what he 
is doing when he uses his space 
and his prerogative to vindicate, 
explain and ingratiate questionable 
public characters. 


Ed Sullivan, the movie, night 


club and underworld' columnist of 
the New York 
News, 
has long 
s h o w n a preference 
for gang 
sters. He got maudlin over Frank 
Marlow, one of the lowest vermin 
of his time, some years ago. Only 
last winter, 
when 
any 
reporter 
should have dug up the facts, he 
glossed over Sinatra's association 
.with Lucky Luciano, the old exiled 
gangster. 


Sullivan argued that this play 
ing around was not even note wor- 
they because "some of the most 
reputable citizens of New York and 
Chicago met Luciano in Havana." 
In the first place, Sinatra did not 
ust "meet" Luciano. He consorted 
with him and other gangsters and 
one of the festivities was p round 
of merrymaking in a hotel suite 
which became notorious e"*n in 
Havana and was referred to re 
:ently by one 
of 
Sintra's 
own 


nandlers as "that debauch." Sina 
tra flew to Havana with his close 
friends, the Fischetti brothers of 
Chicago, 
whose 
bacground 
has 
been presented here and in the 
police records. 


In the heyday of 
Al Caponc, 
thousands of the "more reputable 
citizens" made a celebrity of Ca 
pone. He was sought after so eag 
erly that a false story was invent 
ed involving Herbert Hoover, which 
had a basis of plausibility. This 
story had it that the reason why 
President 
Hoover 
sent Capone to 
prison for cheating on his income 
tax was that Mr. Hoover had- walk 
ed through a hotel lobby in Miami 
Beach absolutely unnoticed while 
Capone was pleasantly mobbed by 
hero .worshippers. Many 
of Our 
"most reputable citizens," as the 
underworld beat measures repute, 
are so degraded, so insensible of 
morals and ethics that this inci 
dent could have happened. How 
ever. Mr. Hoover interfered and set 
the treasury on Capone only after 
the late Frank Knox and several 
other Chicago citizens 
called on 
him at the While House and in 
voked his help on the ground that 
Chicago had collapsed into civic, 
political and 
moral 
bankruptcy. 
They were afraid 
that 
anarchy 
might be next. He never did en 
counter Caponc anywhere. 


Now, 
although this incident was 
fiction, another of Sinatra's biog 
raphers, 
E. J. Kahn, Jr., of the 


"Vew Yorker, reports with a bit of 
smirk that Sinatra actually did 


Dull off something of the kind in 
New York. 


Mr. Kahn tells us that in 1944

Earl Warren and Senator Sheridan 
Downey, of California, have cor 
roborated the diScpvery of these 
essays of a very bad new under 
world in the amusement trades in 
Hollywood, Los Angeles and else 
where. These two are primarily 
concerned, of course, with the Cal 
iforriia gangsters, most of whom 
either have social entree among 
the parvenus or themselves rank 
as the Astors and Vandcrbilts of 
their time arid place. 


It is impossible 
to draw a thin, 
meandering line to separate the 
Underworld from the society of le- 
gitimate, law-abiding persons. If a 
man or woman with a clean re 
cord knowingly 
associates 
with 
Lucky Luciano or 
Bugsy Siegel, 
that person assumes certain risks 
to his reputation. Frank Sinatra is 
so intimate with so many such per- 
sons that the burden of proof s 
on him should he challenge .the ap 
horism about. birds of a feather. 
And a journalist on the underworld 
beat is supposed to know what he 
is doing when he uses his space 
and his prerogative to vindicate, 
explain and ingratiate questionable 
public characters. 


Ed Sullivan, the movie, night 


club and underworld' columnist of 
the New York 
News, 
has long 
s h o w n a preference 
for gang 
sters. He got maudlin over Frank 
Marlow, one of the lowest vermin 
of his time, some years ago. Only 
last winter, 
when 
any reporter 
should have dug up the facts, he 
glossed over Sinatra's association 
.with Lucky Luciano, the old exiled 
gangster. 


Sullivan argued that this play 
ing around was not even note wor- 
they because "some of the most 
reputable citizens of New York and 
Chicago met Luciano in Havana." 
In the first place, Sinatra did not 
ust "meet" Luciano. He consorted 
with him and other gangsters and 
one of the festivities was p round 
of merrymaking in a hotel suite 
which became notorious e"*n in 
Havana and was referred to re 
:ently by one 
of 
Sintra's 
own 


nandlers as "that debauch." Sina 
tra flew to Havana with his close 
friends, the Fischetti brothers of 
Chicago, 
whose 
bacground 
has 
been presented here and in the 
police records. 


In the heyday of 
Al 
Caponc, 
thousands of the "more reputable 
citizens" made a celebrity of Ca 
pone. He was sought after so eag 
erly that a false story was invent 
ed involving Herbert Hoover, which 
had a basis of plausibility. This 
story had it that the reason why 
President 
Hoover 
sent Capone to 
prison for cheating on his income 
tax was that Mr. Hoover had- walk 
ed through a hotel lobby in Miami 
Beach absolutely unnoticed while 
Capone was pleasantly mobbed by 
hero .worshippers. Many 
of Our 
"most reputable citizens," as the 
underworld beat measures repute, 
are so degraded, so insensible of 
morals and ethics that this inci 
dent could have happened. How 
ever. Mr. Hoover interfered and set 
the treasury on Capone only after 
the late Frank Knox and several 
other Chicago citizens 
called 
on 
him at the While House and in 
voked his help on the ground that 
Chicago had collapsed into civic, 
political and 
moral bankruptcy. 
They were afraid 
that 
anarchy 
might be next. He never did en 
counter Caponc anywhere. 


Now, 
although this incident was 
fiction, another of Sinatra's biog 
raphers, 
E. J. Kahn, Jr., of the 


~Vew Yorker, reports with a bit of 
smirk that Sinatra actually did 


Dull off something of the kind in 
New York. 


Mr. Kahn tells us that in 1944 


Sinatra, who had 
an A-l 
draft 
ard but never was called up, "was 


delighted with a boyish prank he 
ilayocl on Governor Dewey." As
